According to Perry Williams, WIUED, the ARRL 
Washington Area Coordinator, amateur radio operators are 
strongly urged to write to their Senators and Congressmen in 
support of The Amateur Radio Service Joint Resolution, S.J. 
Res. 90 and HJ. Res. 199, introduced by Senator Robb and 
Congressman Kreidler, respectively. . 

S.J. Res. 90 and HJ. Res. 199 recognizes the achieve- 
ments of radio amateurs, urges the FCC to continue and 
enhance the development of the amateur radio service, and 
requests that reasonable accommodation be made for effec- 
tive operation of amateur radio and ‘‘regulation at all levels 
of Government facilitate and encourage amateur radio 
operation as a public benefit.”’ 

The Amateur Radio Volunteer Service Act of 1993, H.R. 
2623, filed on July 13 by Congressman Slattery of Kansas, a 
-member of the Telecommunications Subcommittee. This bill 
would amend the Communications Act so that no licensee 
who provides volunteer services specified in Section 4 (F) (4) 
of the Act (47 U.S.C. 4(f)(4)) for the FCC shall incur 
personal financial responsibility for any alleged damage, loss 
or injury. To be protected under H.R. 2633 the volunteer 
must, of course, be acting in good faith and within the scope 
of his individual duties in volunteer examining, volunteer 
monitoring or in the club/military recreation call sign project. 

Williams said, ‘‘Staff people have told me that their 
Senators and Representatives won’t endorse any resolutions 
unless and until they hear from several constituents.’’ Their 
reasoning is that ‘‘Commemorative’’ legislation - bills that 
seek ‘‘National Pickle Week’’. declarations and the like - 
have gotten out of hand. ‘‘Our resolution is more meaningful 
than those, but because it bears the same Joint Resolution 
Label, it often gets ‘tarred with the same brush’. Messages 
from home will change that perspective,’’ said Williams. 

Write a short note to your Senators and Representative, 
and ask your fellow ARRL members and amateurs to do 
likewise. The sooner, the better: Congress will be tackling the 
health reform issues in mid-September and minor matters 
will take a back seat. The letters to members of Congress 
should specifically invite cosponsorship of the bills. They 
need not be long or detailed; in fact, this is one time when 
the visual impact of messages on QSL cards may help carry 
the day!

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FCC Preempts “Scanner 
Laws” for Hams 


The Federal Communications 
Commission has ruled that states 
and municipalities may not enact 
ordinances forbidding amateur 
radio equipment simply because it 
receives frequencies normally 
reserved for police use. 

The ruling was in response to 
an ARRL Motion for a Declara- 
tory ruling Concerning the Pos- 
session of Radio Receivers Cap- 
able of Reception of Police or 
Other Public Safety Communica- 
tions>N> filed on November 14,

1989. On March 15, 1990, the FCC issued a Public Notic 


that asked for additional comment on the matter. 

The League made two arguments in support of preemp- 
tion. First is said that the receiver sections of the majority of 
commercially available amateur station transceivers have the 
capability to be tuned slightly past the edges of the amateur 
service bands ’’...to insure proper operation of the transceiver 
throughout the entire amateur band in question.”’ 

The second point that the ARRL made was the broader 
issue of whether state and local authorities should be 
permitted, via scanner laws, to prohibit the capability of radio 
reception by ham operators on public safety and special 
emergency frequencies that are located well outside the 
amateur service bands. 

The League maintains that amateur operators have special 
needs for broadscale ‘‘out-of-band’’ reception, and that the 
marketplace has long recognized these needs by offering 
accommodating transceivers. 

The FCC concluded that certain state and local laws 
conflict with the Commission’s regulatory scheme designed 
to promote a strong amateur radio service and limitations on 
amateurs operating rights runs counter to the express policies 
of both Congress and the Commission to encourage and 
support amateur service operations, including mobile ope- 
rations, and impermissively encroaches on federal authority 
over amateur operators. 

The FCC’s ruling follows a five year effort by the ARRi 
to obtain a definitive ruling after several highly publicized 
cases where Amateur Radio operators were subject to arrest 
and seizure of mobile amateur radio equipment by local 
authorities for violation of so-called ‘‘scanner laws.”? —

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The Panhandle at a Glance

The ARRL National Hamfest at Huntsville, Alabama was 
truly a great experience for those who were able to attend. I 
would guess that the Dayton Hamfest would be the only 
show that would outdo the national show. 

We arrived in Huntsville the afternoon of the day before 
the show was to start.

Last month’s column featured a 

description of the operations at a 

phone patch station, specifically 

_ AAR4CSS. Space limitations pre- 

vented me from giving credit to the people behind the scenes 
who so generously support this station. 


Jim Yandle/W4HTK was kind enough to supply this 


information in full. He writes: 

‘During the early days of Desert Shield while AAR4CSS 
was being assembled in Ocala, FL, patriotism was running 
high throughout the land. When Desert Shield developed into 
Desert Storm, American. forces in the Kingdom of Saudi 
Arabia and sailors at se a were on the minds of those of us at 
home. . 

‘*Army MARS station AAR4CSS was built by members 
of the Silver Springs Amateur Radio Club to bolster the 
morale of American forces overseas through phone patches to 
their families and loved ones at home. 

‘*Although the national economic situation was nothing to 
talk about, raising money for operating expenses was no 
problem after the station was constructed. 

**Then the 100-hour war ended and soon the troops were 


coming home. The public was told there was peace again in ~ 


the Middle East and the troops and AAR4CSS were 
apparently forgotten. : 

“After running thousands of phone patches from the 
desert and Kuwait, AAR4CSS almost signed off and closed 
down after Desert Storm.”’ 

The troops and AAR4CSS were not forgotten by the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars McCullough-Mixson Post 4209 
and its Ladies’ Auxiliary in Ocala. VFW Post 4209 and its 
ladies were there and were determined to see that the station 
remained on the air. 

American troops are now in Somalia, Croatia, Macedonia, 
and many other places with missions different from anything 
that has been done before. Army MARS and AAR4ACSS are 
and will continue to be with them. 

‘*Phone patches have originated from Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait, aircraft going to and from the desert, Germany, 
Egypt, Western Sahara, Somalia and a place called Croatia. 
Now Americans are in Macedonia. No patches have been 
run, at this writing, from tha t section of what was 
Yugoslavia. Johnny Williams/K4ANJ, the Army MARS 
Committee chairman, said that the troops there are having a 
difficult time putting a station on the air.”’ 

When that Macedonian station goes on the air, AAR4CSS 
will be ready. ‘‘If American men and women in uniform on 
duty in Macedonia want to call home, that big rhombic 
antenna of AAR4CSS, backed by those big hearts at VFW 
Post 4209, will carry the traff ic.”’ ‘ 

In terms of dollars, the post contributes between $250 and 
$300 per month to the AAR4CSS operation. In terms of 
further generosity, we must acknowledge ‘‘the patriotism and 
love of American service personnel by communications 
giants Sprint and MCI. Those two companies absorbed the 
costs of more than 25,000 phone patches; service personnel

and their families never paid a cent for the service. Things 
like that are what make America great.”’ 

A message addressed to All MARS Members was put on 
the MARS packet boards by an Air Force MARS member, 
Bix/AFA2EA VA. Like Bix, I read it as a salute to MARS 
members everywhere. It was titled ‘‘Why Do We Do This?’’ 


and reads: 


“*Had an interesting experience recently. Driving south on 
I-95 near Fayetteville, NC, I heard a horn beep. In the left 
lane, right next to my van, was a small sedan driven by a 
very attractive young lady. She smiled one of the brightest 
smiles I’v e ever seen and held up a hand-written sign which 
said ‘THANK YOU MARS’ 

**She’d obviously seen the MARS decal on the van and 
wanted to thank at least some MARS member somewhere for 
something. I don’t know what we did to help her. I don’t 
even know if it was Army, Navy, or Air Force MARS. 

**T do know that when I begin to get frustrated with the 
program or the equipment or whatever, and start to wonder 
why I’m doing this, I?ll remember the lady with the sign in 
Fayetteville. 

‘*A piece of that sign belongs to MARS members 
everywhere.

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HARRY’S AUDIO LINK

I’ve never met Harry although I have known him for 
about 25 years, talk to him several times a week and consider 
him an old friend. Its one of those situations unique to 
amateur radio. 


Harry Childs is in his mid-seventies. He lives in a small 


cottage on the Isle of Wight, a tourist island off the south 
coast of England. His callsign is G3IOW. Harry is very 
active. He runs a daily international net on 15 meters and 
also participates as a net controller on the local Amateur 
Radio Emergency Net. This may not seern unusual except 
that Harry is deaf! One ear has never functioned and the 
other gave up a few years ago. Fortunately it was found that 
although the ears quit working the nerve to the brain still 
functioned. 

Harry got himself a small moving coil earphone with its 
diaphragm attached to a small transducer which is held in 
contact with the bone behind his ear by a spring steel 
headband. This transducer is connected to an amplifier in his 
shirt pocket which has a microphone, a ferrite cored 
inductive detector and a switch. He can select either the 
microphone, the inductive detector or both in parallel. 

When he first used the device with the microphone alone 
it worked reasonably well but pickup from the rig loud- 
speaker needed improvement. He had some local hams climb 
into his attic and wind several turns of wire around the attic 
area with a shielded pair down into his shack. He simply 
connected the wires to the loudspeaker terminals of his 
transceiver and he was in business. He could walk anywhere 
in the house and monitor his HF rig, an FT101. Since he also 
has VHF equipment the next step was to get a six-input audio 
mixer which he now feeds into a 10 watt audio amplifier 
which drives the attic loop. This allows all of his receivers to 
be permanently connected to the system and for them to be 
run at much lower gain. 

Harry’s loop has about six turns of wire in close 
proximity and with this he can hear his radios from anywhere 
in the house and from many areas of his yard, 

A few years ago Harry had to go to hospital for a while 
and was faced with the boredom of the hospital radio 
channel. (He does not watch TV). Also the amount of 
reading material which he could use was very limited as will 
become obvious later, Harry got the idea to make a portable 
inductive loop device. This was nothing more than a lot of 
turns on a six inch iron bolt. He ran a shielded wire to the 
speaker terminals of a radio and it worked reasonably well 
considering the haste with which it was built. 

He got permission to have his Yaesu FT221 2 meter rig 
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and a broadcast radio at his bedside and with temporary 
antennas was able to keep in touch with the outside world 
including running the emergency net for which he is a deputy 
controller. No one else in the hospital could hear what he did 
not want them to hear and could get away with operating late 
into the night if he wanted to. He says it kept him sane for 
the two weeks he was at the hospital. . 

Harry came up with the inductive loop idea and wired up 
his ham shack to accommodate the changes he made. He also 
built his own HF linear amplifier, fixes wiring problems in 
his shack and bakes his own bread, pies and cakes each 
week. He lives alone except for a cleaning lady who comes 
in a couple of days a week. This may not be totally unique, 
except that in addition to his hearing problem Harry has been 
BLIND since birth. 

You can hear Harry on the Ex-G net every day on 21.410 
from about 7am-8.30am Florida time.

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AMENDED WORDING - PART 97 


According to a summary appearing in the Federal 
Register, Part 97 of Chapter I of Title 47 of the Code of 
Federal Regulations is amended as follows: 


PART 97 - AMATEUR RADIO SERVICE 

(Section 97.113) 

1. The authority citation for Part 97 continues to read as 
follows: Authority: 48 Stat. 1066, 1082, as amended; 47 
U.S.C. 154, 303, Interpret or apply 48 amended; 47 U.S.C. 
151-155, 301-609, unless otherwise noted. 

2. Section 97.113 is revised to read as follows: 

(a) No amateur station shall transmit: 

(1) Communications specifically prohibited elsewhere in 
this Part; 

(2) Communications for hire or for material compensation, 
direct or indirect, paid or promised, except as otherwise 
provided in these rules; 

(3) Communications in which the Station licensee or 
control operator has a pecuniary interest, including communi- 
cations on behalf of an employer. Amateur operators may, 
however, notify other amateur operators of the availability for 
sale or. trade of apparatus normally used in an amateur 
station, provided that such acclivity is not conducted on a 
regular basis; 

(4) Music using a phone emission except as specifically 
provided elsewhere in this Section; communications intended 
to facilitate a criminal act; messages in codes or ciphers 
intended to obscure the meaning thereof, except as otherwise 
provided herein; obscene or indecent words or language; of 
false or deceptive messages, signals or identification; 

(5)Communications, on a regular basis, which could 
reasonable be furnished alternatively through other radio 
Services. 

(b) An amateur station shall not engage in any form of 
broadcasting, nor may an amateur station transmit one-way 
communications except as specifically provided in these 
rules; nor shall an amateur station engage in any activity 
related to program production or news gathering for 
_ broadcasting purposes, except that communications directly 
related to the immediate safety of human life or the 
protection of property may be provided by amateur stations 
to broadcasters for dissemination to the public where no other 
means of communication is reasonably available before or at 
the time of the event. 

(c) A control operator may accept compensation as an 
incident of a teaching position during periods of time when 
an amateur station is used by that teacher as a part of 
classroom instruction at an educational institution. 

(d) The control operator of a club station may accept 
compensation for periods of time when the station is 
transmitting telegraphy practice or information bulletins, 
provided that the station transmits such telegraphy practice 
and bulletins for at least 40 hours per week; schedules 
operations on atileast six amateur service MF and HF bands 
using reasonable measures to maximize coverage; where the 
schedule of normal operating times and frequencies is 
published at least 30 days in advance of the actual 
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transmissions; and where the control operator does not accept 
any direct of indirect compensation for any other service as a 
control operator. 

(ec) No station shall retransmit programs or signals 
emanating from any type of radio station other than an 
amateur station, except propagation and weather forecast 
information intended for use by the general public and 
originated from United States Government stations and 
communications, including incidental music, originating on 
United States Government frequencies between a space 
shuttle and its associated Earth stations. Prior approval for 
shuttle retransmissions must be obtained from the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration. Such retransmissions 
must be for the exclusive use of amateur operators. 
Propagation, weather forecasts, and shuttle retransmissions 
may not be conducted on a regular basis, but only 
occasionally, as an incident of normal amateur radio 


communications.

SPEAKING OF ANTENNAS

has prepared a series of articles that I’m happy to present

WHICH ANTENNA ??? 


This is an introduction to a series of articles that will appear in this publication. The purpose of these articles will 
be to present information about many types of antennas to allow you to choose the one that suits your need. Every Ham 
must go through a detailed process to select the best antenna for his use. This should minimize the effort. It is hoped that 
the presentation style will provide the information to allow direct comparison, something that has been missing in other 
publications. You won’t have to be an antenna expert to make the comparisons. Therefore, when you do select an antenna 
and construct it, you will know what to expect from it’s performance, both the good and the bad. 

There is no one antenna that solves the problem for everyone. Some like to rag chew. Some like to chase DX. Some 
have regular schedules with friends. Most of us have limited space and budgets. Each antenna has a specific purpose for 
which it was designed. You can build a notebook from this serics, then select the antenna that suits your operational sce- 
nario. The antenna designs will be restricted to the HF bands, 160 thru 10 meters. This series will be restricted to wire 
antennas, since beams are adequately covered in other publications. 

There are many criteria for selecting the optimum antenna. The major factor may be economics, restrictions on 
height, etc. Just be aware that the antenna you choose may not offer all you want, but as a compromise you can make the 
best of it by knowing it’s performance and using that to your advantage. 

_ Each antenna will be described, with emphasis on radiation patterns. Where room allows (each one will be restricted 
to a single page) helpful hints on construction, tuning and matching will be included. 

Tocontain the information ina single page will necessitate condensing the information and not being able to present 
as thorough a summary as some would like, but we will do the best we can. A standard format will be used to allow direct 
comparison, Radiation patterns will be provided for elevation, both in the plane of the antenna and broadside, if itis direc- 
tional. An azimuth pattem at a takeoff angle of 15 degrees will be presented in addition to one at maximum gain. This 
will give a good indication of DX performance and general coverage, respectively. 

The first article will be a simple dipole. These antennas have a lot of virtue if used properly, and become a standard 
of comparison for other antennas. From there, it will be the editors choice as to which he places in each issue of the publi- 
cation, therefore it would not be appropriate to provide a listing. Each one will have a number. If you compile a notebook 
and one is missing, tap a friend for a copy. 

The following presents abbreviations and acronyms that will be used: 

Length — nominal length of wire expressed in wavelengths. Trim to resonance at your location. 

_ 4—wavelength—toconvertto feet, divide 982 by the desired frequency. All dimensions will be normalized to wave- 
length to allow the design to apply to any frequency in the HF spectrum. 

Height — all antenna patterns will be presented above real ground, Analysis was performed at 3.8 Mhz — at other 
bands there will be some difference, but I can’t cover them all. 

Max Gain — expressed in dBi at the elevation angle of the maximum lobe, and at the azimuth angle relative to thes 

_ plane of the wire. — 
dBi — gain of the antenna relative to an isotopic. source. 

Z— nominal impedance of the antenna at resonance, expressed in ohms (Radiation resistance). Due to limitations 
of ELNEC that is used for the design, all resistances are relative to a perfect ground. 

Wire - all wire antennas use #10 copper wire for calculations. — 

Radials = all ground radial systems use 10 #10 buried wires with a length of 0.1 

Remember, once the antennais constructed, it will only provide the calculated performance if itis tuned to the oper- 

ating frequency, This requires you to trim the length for resonance at the desired frequency. Unless otherwise specified, 
all balanced antennas require a balun at the feedpoint, Without the balun, the pattern will be significantly affected if the 
feed line. ro 

_ Asa general rule, for communication out to about 1000 miles, a horizontal antenna should be used. For th 

_ fanges a vertical should be used. . 

. This series is not a commercial plug for any antenna, either type or manufacturer. As a personal preference, the au- © 
thor is opposed to multiband horizontal antennas, since the pattern is significantly affected by the height in wavelengths. 
This means that a separate antenna should be uscd for each band for best results, If cost or other considerations dictate 
a single horizontal antenna for multiband operation, use the antenna data to determine what the performance is and make 
the best of it. On the other hand, multiband verticals are OK. The only one I have heard good recommendations for (from 
many users) is the GAP antenna. Hope this serics assists you in the enjoyment of HAM radio communications.
